In searching for data on the Caldwell family, I have wrTtTon and 
lreceived nany letters, emong which are soma fram a Caldwell descendant in 


‘Longford, Ireland. I have sverched Genealogical Libraries from Maine to 


Texas, from Washington, D.C., to Honolulu, T.H., and have collected many 
fragments which had to be assembled and placed. I have found a number of 
articles, many of which contain practically identical information. To avoid 
as much Breeeats ca as possible, I have condensed to a considerable extent the 
stories contained thers, presenting them in my own language, at the sama tims 
avoiding vurbatim quotations as far as seemed advisable. Ly own personal 
opinion, I balieve, will be apparent in che text. 

Most of thy chroniclers speek of three immigrations from Ireland, 
naming 1727 as date of the first, but my study of such data that have ooin 
ts my notice convinces ma that there were several immigrations; moreover, thet 
there was ourtainly one--« possibly more--- prior to 1727. Each of those 
immigrations will ve noted in the text. 

I have drawn largely from The Mortors ‘and Their | Kin, by Daniel 
Morton of St. Joseph, Mo., a Caldwell descendant. Apparently much of his 


information cams from Mr. John No Bass of Nashville, Tenn., aiso a Caldwel) 
descendant.

This shield is divided exactly through the center from top to bottom, the ripht 
showing lines extending from side to side, which indicates blue; the left side 
shows horizontal lings crossed by perpendicular lines, which indicates black 
In the lower canter of this shield is pictured the shouldar, head, and antle:s 
(profile) of a dear, the surface of which is covered with small dots (rs 5.) 
which represents gold or yellow. Near the top of this shield and extending 
across horizontally are iets undovdtedly represents the thre@ cold wells. 
Resting. upon the top of this shield is the closed heJmet of a knight, shovm in 
profile. A mantling is ey also, Wo crest or motto is shown. 

From another source I copy the follewing: "The coat-of~arne of the 
Beronets Caldwell has three cold wells with a ducal coronst. The old aunt of 
John Caldwell Calhoun, Aunt Blizabsth, said that in her memory wes a seul wdc 
hed three weves of tha a, a rogbuck, and a hawk, or heron.

"John Caldwell was the first Justice-of-the-Peace in Albemarl County, %

be confusing, but is easily understood, rather expleined, if one shudies the 
genesis of the countivs. In those early days, 4 county embraced a very larse 
area; as tha population increased, new counties were erected from the araa of 


the older counties, with the rasult that a family might live, die, and lesre 
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records in more than one county without even heaving moved. This is wnat occurred 
in the casa of John Caldws1l and his wife, who although "buried side-vy-side" 
were at time of death buried in differently named countisss John Caldwsl1l's 
estate was located in Albemari County, and there his wifes was buried, successive 
counties having been eracted from the originel Albemarl County; and when Joba 
Caldwell died in 1750 his home had become situated in Lunenburg County, which 
was erected in 1746. They were “buried side -by-side."
